That there is 
no Generation in God, but of creatures. That this Aſſertion, 
God to be made man, is contrary to the Rule of Faith, and 
monſtrous Blaſphemy, That Chriſt was not before the fulneſs 
of time except by Promiſe. That Chriſt was not God other- 
wiſe then an anointed God. That Chriſt was not in the form 
of God equal with God, that is, in ſubſtance of God, but in 
Righteouſneſs and giving Salvation. That Chriſt by bis God- 
head wrought no Miracle. That Chriſt is not to be praied un- 
to. Wherein he the ſaid Bartholomew Legatt hath before the 
ſaid Reverend Father maintained his ſaid moſt Dangerous and 
Blaſphemous Opinions, as appeareth by many his confeſſions 
publickly made and acknowledged. For which his Damnable 
and Heretical Opinions, he is by diffinitive ſentence by the ſaid 
Reverend Father ohn Biſhop of London, with the advice and 
conſent of other Reverend Biſhops, learned Divines,and others 
learned in the Laws aſſiſting him in Judgement, juſtly adjudg- 
ed, pronounced and declared to be an obſtinate and incortigi 
ble Heretick, and is left by them under the Sentence of the 
great Excommunication, and therefore as a corrupt Member 
to be cut offfrom the Church ,of Chriſt , and Society of the 
Faithful, and is to be by our ſecular Power and Authority as 
an Heretick puniſhed, as — 25 of the faid Reverend 
Father in God the ſaid Biſhop of London, bearing date at Lon- 
don the third Day of March in the year of our Lord, 1611. in 
the ninth year of Our Reign, and remaining in Our Court of 
Chancery more at Jarge appeareth. although the ſaid
